The  goal 
of  this  DIRECTORY  is  to  make  the  best  up-to-date  information 
available  when  needed.   Sf^rvice  to  the  individual  is  a  major  goal. 
Knowledge  gained  and  used  productively  should  benefit  most 
individuals  and  thereby  affect  the  Dorchester  area  as  well.

HISTORY  OF  DORCHESTER 


"Dorchester  is  a  neighborhood  of  neighborhoods ,, ,a  collection 
of  communities,  each  clustered  around  a  street  or  a  corner  or  a 
park  that  rings  with  familiarity  for  generations  of  Dorchester 
residents.   Some  of  these  communities  are  stable;  others  are  not; 
some  are  relatively  free  -Prom  problems;  others  are  deluged  with 
them..,,"  wrote  a  Boston  Globe  reporter.   Characteristics  of  the 
modern  city — the  excitement  of  diversity  and  the  great  difficulties 
of  coordination — are  found  here. 

Hopefulljr,  Dorchester  residents  will  continue  a  local 
tradition  of  meeting  their  social  needs  actively  and  creatively. 
The  first  Puritans  to  arrive  from  England  in  1630  and  the 
Ponlcapoag  Indians  who  were  here  made  peaceable  settlements.   The 
Indians  called  their  lands  Mattapannock,  and  the  Blue  Hills  and 
the  Neponset  River  of  the  territory  are  shown  in  the  seal.   The 
Puritans  gave  the  area  a  name  in  memory  of  the  town  in  England 
from  which  some  of  them  came,  Dorchester. 

The  seal  of  Dorchester  was  adopted  in  1365.   Today,  one 
hundred  years  later,  Dorchester's  population  of  over  157,000 
persons  is  deciding  the  directions  in  which  they  want  their  com- 
munity to  move.   The  population,  the  problems,  the  pressures  and 
the  potential  of  the  area  have  increased  radica,lly  in  a  centruy. 
To  the  piety,  learning  and  industry  of  the  Puritans,  the  Pietate, 
Literis,  Industria  of  the  seal,  we  must  now  add  concern,  commitment 
and  creativity.

Off-set  printing  and  allied  skills,  watch  repairing,  carpentry, 
cabinet  making,  jewelry  making  and  repairing  and  piano  tuning. 
Age  16  and  over  -  male  and  female,  must  be  able  to  hear  or  read, 
and  to  speak  or  write.   May  have  some  physical  disabilities  but 
must  be  able  to  use  tools,  and  be  mobile  without  a  wheelchair, 
must  be  able  to  use  and  should  have  an  I.Q.  of  70  or  above, 
although  this  is  not  strictly  enforced.   Many  of  our  referrals 
are  referred  to  us  from  the  Massachusetts  Rehabilitation  Commission. 
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
